vvhich vvee holde immediatly of the ſame Al- 
mi ghty Lord, and ſo thereby accountable onely 
to his diuine Maieſtie : yer vve are notvvithſtan- 
ding this our prerogatiue at this time ſpecially 
mooued,for P ws reaſons hereafter briefly re- 
membred,to publiſh not onely to our ovvnena- 
curall louing Subie&es,bur allo to all others our 
neighbours,ſpecially to ſuch Princes and States 
as are our Confederates, or haue for their Sub- 
tees cauſe of commerce vvith our Countre!s

muruall lJoue hath bene inuiolablie kept and ex- 
erciſed , as it had bene by the worke of nature, 
and neuer vtterly difſolued,nor yetforany lon 
time diſcontinued , howſocuer the kinges, ang 
the:Lordes of the countries ſometimes (though 
very rarely) haue bene at difference by ſiniſter 
meanes of ſome other Princes their Neigh- 
bours, cnuying the felicitic of theſe two Coun-

till of late yeeresthat the King of Spayne depar- 
tingout of his lovve countries into Spayre, hath 


beene (as itis to be: thought ) counſelled by his 


counſellers of Spayne,to appoynt Spaniardes, for- Spanyards 


reners and ſtrangers of ſtrange blood,men more 
exerciſed in vvarres then in peaceable gouern- 
ment,& ſome of thE notably delighted m blood, 
as hath appeared by their ations, to be the 
chiefeſt gouernours of all his ſayde lovve coun- 
tries, contrary to the ancient lavves & cuſtomes 
thereof, hauing great plentic of noble, valiant 
and faithfull perſons naturally borne, and ſuch 
as the Emperour Charles, and the King himſelte 
had to their great honours vſed in their ſeruice, 
able to haue , A employed inthe rule of thoſe 
countries . 'But theſe Spaniardes, being meere 
ſtrangers, hauing no naturall regarde in their 
gouernement to the maintenance ofthoſe coii- 
tries and people intheir ancient and natural ma- 
ner of peaceable liuing , as the moſt noble and 
vviſe Emperour Chaxyles, yea,8& as his ſonne _ 


Philiphimſelfe had,vvhileſt he remained in thoſe 


countries,and vied the counſels of the States 8 
natural of the covitries,nort violating the ancient 
liberties of the colitries: but contraryvviſe,theſe 
Spaniardes being exalted to abſolute gouernmer, 
by ambition, and for priuatelucre haue violetly

gouernment, Fouernement. And howeſocuer in the begin- 
ning of theſe cruell perſecutions, the pretence 
thereof was for maintenance of the Romiſh re- 
ligion, yetthey ſparednort todepriue very ma- 
ny Catholiques and Eccleſiaſticall perſons of 
their franchiſes and priuiledges: and of the chie- 
feſt that were executed of the Nobilitie , none 
was in the whole countrie moreafteced to that 
religionthenwas the noble and valiant Countie 
Thelamenta- of Egmond, the very glorie of that countrie, who 
bleviolent neither for his ſingular viRories in the ſeruice 
death ofthe —- 
Counticof Ofthe king of Spazze can be forgotteninthe true 
Egmonc,tne hiſtories , noryet forthe crueluc vied for his de- 
 , ſtruion , to bee but for cuer lamented in the 
heartes of the naturall people of that countrie, 
And furthermore,to bring theſe whole countries 
in ſeruitudeto Sparne, theie forreine gouernours 
haue by long inteſtine warre, with multitude of 
Spaniardes, and with ſome fewe 1talians and «At 
ins, made the greaterpartof the ſaid countries 
(which with theirriches by common eſtimation, 
anſwered the Emperour Charles equally to his In- 


dias )in a maner deſolate, and hauc alſolamenta-

rownes ant manersofdeath , a greatpartofthe naturall peo-

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being deſolate of their naturall inhabitants , are _— pw 
held & kept chiefly with force by the Spanyardes. $,.urdes, 
All which pitifull miſeries and horrible cala- 

mities of theſe moſt rich countries and people, 
are of all their neighboures at this day, cuen of 
ſuch as in auncienttyme haue bene ar frequent 
diſcord with them, thorowe naturall compaſſi- 
on very greatly pitied, which appeared ſpect- 
ally this preſent yeere , when the Frenche king 
pretended to haue receiued themto his protec- 
tion, hadnort (as the States ofthe countrey and 
their deputies were anſwered ) that certayne 
vntimely and vnlooked for complottes of the 
houſe of Gay/e, ſtirred and maintained by mone 
out of Spayne, diſturbed the good and co 
prey Fraunce, and thereby vrged the king to 

orbeare from the refolution hee had made, not 
one]y to aydethe opprefled people of the lowe 
countries againſt the Spaxyardes, but alſo to haue The French

And for theſe vrgent cauſes and many 
of Englandes others, vve haue by many friendly meſſages and 
— Ambaſladours,by many letters and vvritings to 
cesrotheking the {aid king of Spayne our brother and allic, de- 
of Spaine for clared our compaſſion of this ſo euill and cruel 
reſtraining of 
theryrannis Viage of his naturall and loyall people by ſun- 
ofhis gouer= drie his martiall gouernoures _ other his 
yo_—_ men of warre,all ſtrigers to theſe his countries. 
And turthermore,as a goodlouingſiſter to him, 
and a natural good neighbour to his lowe coun- 
tries and people, wee ann often, and often a- 
gainc ag: 1 friendly warned him, that it hee did 
not otherwiſe by his wiſedome and princely cle- 
mencie reſtraine the tyranny of his gouernours 
and crueltic of his men of warre,wee feared thar 
the people of his countries ſthoulde bee forced 
for ſafctie of theirliues, and for continuance of 
their natiue countrie in their former ſtate of 
their liberties, to ſecke the proteCtion of ſome V 
other forreyne Lord, orrather to yeelde them- 
ſeJues wholy to the ſoueraigntie of ſome migh- 
tic Prince,as by the ancient lawes of their coun- 
tries, and by ſpeciall priuiledges graunted by 
ſome of the Lordes eg Dukes of the countries 


to the people,they doe pretend and affirme,that 
in ſuchcaſcs of general iniuſtice , and vpon ſuch 
violent

violent breaking of theirpriuileges they are free 
from their former homages, and at libertie to 
make choiſe of any other prince to bee their 
prince & Head. The proofe whereof, by exaples 
paſt is to be ſeene & readinthe ancient hiſtories 
ofdiuers alterations,ofthe lordes and ladies of 
the countries of Brabant, Flanders, Holland, and 
Zeland, and other countries to them vnited by 
the States & people ofthe countries, and that 
by ſome ſuch alterations,as the ſtories doe teſti- 
-nakgus tr Duke of Burgundy came to his tytle, 
from which theking of Spaynes intereſt is deri- 
ued : but the further diſcuſhon hereof,we leaue 
tothe viewe of the monuments and recordes of 
the countries. Andnow for the purpoſes to ſtay The _

time of that our aide giuen to them, and their 
ſtay in their obedience to the king of Spaine, wee 
did freely acquainte the ſameking with our aCti- 
ons,and did ſtill continue our friendly aduices 
to him, to moue him to commaund his gouer- 
nours and men of warre, not to vie ſuch inſolent 
cruelties againſt his people,as mightmake them 
to deſpayre of his fauours,and ſeeke ſome other 
Lorde. | | 
And in theſe kinde of perſwafions and aftions 
wee continued many yeeres, not onely for com- 
aſton of the miſerable ſtate of the countries, 
ut of a naturall diſpoſition to haue the an- 
cient conditions of ſtraightamitic and comerce 
for our kingdomes and people to continue with 
the States & the people of the ſfaide Dukedome 
of Burgundie and the appendants, and namely 
with our next neyghbours the countries of Flan- 
ders,Holland and Zeland. For wee did manifeſtly 
ſee, if the nation of Spayne ſhoulde make a con- 
queſt of thoſe countries, as was andyet is ap- 
parantly intended, and plant themſelues there 
as they vx done in Naples and other countries, 
adding thereto the late examples of the violent 
hoſtile enterpriſe of a power of Spanyardes , be- 
ingſentwithin theſe fewe yeeres by the king of 
Spayne and the Pope into our Realme of 7reland,

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indignities offered to their families , and diuers 
times to their owne perſons by the greateſt of 
his Counſcllours,ſoas they were conſtrained to 
leaue their places, and ſome expelled and in a 
ſort baniſhed the Countrey , without cauſe gi- 
uen by them,or notified to vs : yet we, minding 
to continue very good friendſhip with the king, 
as his good Siſter , did of long time and many 
yeeres glue fauourable allowance to all that 
came as his Ambaſladours to vs , fauing onely 
vpon manifeſt daungerous practiſes attempted 
by twoof them to trouble our eſtate , whereof 
the one was Girald Deſpes, a very turbulent ſpiri- 
ted perſon, and altogether vnskilfull & vnapt to 
od in Princes affaires being in amitie,as at his 
retourne into Spaynze hee was ſo there alſo repu- 
ted:The other and laſt was Bernardin de Mende7a, 
one whome we didacceptand vſe with great fa- 
uour along time, as was _—_ ſeene in our 
Court, and we thinke cannot be denied by him- 
ſelfe,but yet of late yeeres(we know not by what 
dire&ion) we found himto be a ſecret great fa- 
uourer to ſundric our cuill diſpoſed and ſediri- 
ous ſubiectes, notonely to ſuch as lurkedin our 
Realme, butalſo to ſuch as fled the ſame being 
notoriouſly condemned as open Rebelles an 
Traitours, with whome by his letters, meſſages 
and ſecret counſels hee did in the ende deuiſe 
howe with apower of men,partly to come out 
of Spayne,partly outofthe low Countries, wher- 
of hee gaue them great comfort in the Kinges 
name,

name, an inuaſion might bee made into our 
Realme,, ſetting downe in writing the manner 
howe theſame Fouldbe done, with what nwnr 
bers of men and (hippes,andvpon what coaſtes, 
portes & places of our Realme by ſpecial-name;

And when we found manifeſtly this Ambaſ 
ſadout ſo dangerous an inſtrument, or rather a 
Head to a rebellion and Inuaſion, and that for a 
yeere or more m_—_— heeneuer brought to vs 
any letter from the King his Maſter , novwich- 
ſtanding our often requett made to him that hee 
wouldeb ſome'letter from the Kingrovs, let it 
appeare ite it was the Kings will that he ſhould 
deale with vs in his Maſters name in ſundrie 
thinges that he propoundedtovs as his Ambal:

the rather for his own ſafety,as one in very deed 
morrally hated of our people: for the which,we 
graiited him fauorablecodudt, both tothe ſea 8& 
ouer the ſea: & thereupon we did ſpeedily ſend a 
ſeruit of ours intoSpazrev our letters tothe king, 
only to certify him of this accider,8& to make the 
whole matter apparant vnto him:& this was the 
meſſEger afore meEcioned, j might not be ſuffred 
co deltuer our meflage or our letters to the king. 

And beſide theſe indignities,it is moſt manifeſt 
how his miniſters alſo haue both heretofore ma- 
ny times, & now lately praQtiſed here in England 
by meanes of certaine rebelles,to haue procured 
ſundry inuaſions ofour Realme, by their forces 
our oh Spayne & the low Countries: very hard re- 
copences(we may ſay) for ſo many our good of- 
fices. Hereupo we hope no reaſonable perſon ci 
blame vs,if we haue diſpoſed our ſelues to chige 
this our former courſe, & more carefully to look 
ro the ſafery of our ſclfe & our people: & finding 
our owne dunes in deed very _”=_ & immineEr, 
wehaue bene the more vrgently prouoked to at- 


rempt & accelerate ſome good remedy, for that 
beſides many other aduices giuEvsboth at home 
andfro abrode,in due time to withſtid theſe di- 
gers, wehauec found the generaldiſpoſition of al

The beſt courſethereforethatboth we and all 
other Princes can holde in this vnfortunate age 
that oucrfloweth with nombers of malignanc 
ſpirits,is through the grace and goodnefle of Al- 
mightic God,to direct ourcourle in ſuch ſort, as 
they may rather ſhewe their willes through ma- 
lice,then with iuſt cauſe by deſerr,to ſay ill,or de- 
tace Princes either by ſpeach or writing: aſſuring 
our ſelues,that beſides the puniſhment that ſuch 
wicked and infamous libellours ſhall recciue at 
the handes of the Almightie for depraning of 
Princes and lawfull Magiſtrates who are Gods 
miniſters , they both are and alwayes ſhall be 
thought by all good men,vnworthie to live vypon 
the face of the carth.
